REVEREND ELIZABETH M. FINN 


Friends and co-workers of Mrs. Elizabeth M. 
Finn (affectionately mown as "Aunt Besse" 
to many across our Convention) will regret 
to learn of her death on December 13, 1954, 
after an acute illness of two days. Mrs. Finn 
had been director of Vacation and Weekday 
Church Schools for 21 years prior to her re- 
tirement in 1949, and her service with our de- 
nomination extended over a period of 29 years. 


Mrs. Finn was a graduate of the Philadelphia 
Normal School, and took additional courses 
in pedagogy and religious education from the 
University of Pennsylvania and the Crozer 
Theological Seminary. She taught for nine 
and one-half years in the Philadelphia pub- 
lic schools. 


In 1926, the Baptist Church of Mullica Hill, 
N. J., called a council and ordained Mrs. 
Finn to the gospel ministry. This is the 
church of which her husband, Reverend Alfred 
Finn, had been pastor until his death. 


Mrs. Finn's interest in vacation church 
school work began early in her career. For 
three years, beginning in 1915, she was 
superintendent of vacation schools for the 
West Philadelphia Social Union, and for two 
years was director of Bible Study for the 
Philadelphia interdenominational daily vaca- 
tion Bible schools. One outcome of her work 
in West Philadelphia for the Baptists was 
the formation of the Overbrook Baptist 
Church, which resulted from a tent vacation 
church school and the enthusiasm that was 
generated among the young people. 


In 1920 Mrs. Finn became Assistant Director 
of Church Vacation and Weekday Schools for 
the American Baptist Publication Society 
and, as part of the Society's cooperative 
program, served as the first superintendent 
of the Philadelphia weekday church schools. 
On October 1, 1922, she was transferred to 
the position of Special Field Worker in the 
Department of Religious Education of the 
Publication Society, and in 1926 was made 
director of Young People's Work. It was 
during this period that her book, "Church 
Work with Intermediates," was published. 


‘In December, 1928, upon the death of Dr. 
Thomas S. Young, Mrs. Finn was appointed his 
successor as Director of the Department of 
Vacation and Weekday Church Schools of our 
denomination, a position she held until the 
time of her retirement in April, 1949.

He is a worthy example of the dedica- 
tion and self-giving required of one who is 
to be a good laborer for Jesus Christ. The 
inspiration and guidance of I, II Timothy 
have encouraged and strengthened young men 
and women preparing for church-related voca- 
tions. Thus it seems that the name Timo- 
thians is especially suitable for designat- 
ing the youth of the American Baptist Con- 
vention who are dedicated to following this 
calling from God and are preparing fora 
useful life in His service.

Timothians are related to the area of 
Christian Witness in a special wey since it 
emphasizes churchmanship, vocations, stew- 
ardship, and evangelism. In the local 
church Timothians do not become a distinct 
group but continue to function within the 
BYF as regular members with a special inter- 
est in Christian Witness. When there are 
several Timothians in a fellowship they may 
find it helpful to meet together occasion- 
ally, particularly when those in schools 
away from home return for the vacation 
periods. Some groups may wish to have defi- 
nite scheduled meetings, but these should be 
extra meetings that will not interfere with 
the regular BYF activities. 


Within the associations, city societies, and 
state conventions some opportunities should 
be provided for Timothians to get together 
for fellowship, inspiration, sharing of 
experiences, and encouraging of one another 
in their commitment, Here as within the 
local church it is not necessary to have 
officers, though some groups may feel the 
need of a chairman and secretary. Timothi- 
ans should take an interest in giving added 
leadership and spiritual undergirding to the 
total BYF program. 


NATIONAL GUILD 
COUNCIL REVISES ELECTION 
PROCEDURE FOR OFFICERS 


At its recent meeting preceding the sessions 
of the national BYF Executive Board, the 
National Guild Council made recommendations 
concerning Guild officers which were later 
passed by the entire Board. The following 
is a summary of the actions taken: 


1. At the local level, the Guild chairman 
and the other Guild officers will be elected 
by Guild girls in their respective age 
groups. The chairman will automatically 
become a member of the BYF Cabinet of her 
respective age group or of the over-all 
cabinet where there is only one. 


2. At the associational level, the associa- 
tion Guild chairman (a girl) will be elected 
at an association BYF rally. The Associa- 
tion Guild Commission will be composed of 
all the girls on the association BYF Cabinet 
or may be elected along with the chairman at 
a BYF rally. 


3. At the state level, the state Guild 
chairman will preferably be elected at the 
State BYF Convention. However, states that 
desire to elect the chairman at the Guild 
House Party may do so. The state Guild 
Commission may be either composed of all the 
girls on the state BYF Cabinet or may be 
elected at the same time and in the same 
manner as the chairman.

II. The First Baptist Church of Bethlehem, 
Pa., is trying a very interesting pro- 
ject.

REPORTS FROM THE YBA PILOTS 


146 churches are taking part in the YBA 
pilot experimentation which is being con- 
ducted in four major areas. Preliminary re- 
ports from 126 of these churches were re- 
ceived in November. These reports indicate 
clearly that the YBA is making a difference, 
as is suggested by the following facts: 


school classes 
an average of 


159 new Sunday church 
had already been organized, 
better than one per church. 


108 churches, or 86%, reported holding 
leadership education classes. Many of them 
were teaching at least two courses. 


74 churches, or more than half, already 
had started to plan for a school of 
missions. 


The churches which had contributed to 
the World Fellowship Offering both in 1953 
and in 1954 contributed 22% more to the 
offering this year. 


Most of the churches showed gains in 
attendance, and a few had doubled, tripled 
and even quadrupled their attendance of the 
preceding year.
